Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen announced July 3 that UW-Stout had received its first 
million dollar gift Dr. Robert E. and Esther Taft Quinn, Brookline, Mass., have donated 
$1 million to the Stout University Foundation to establish the George A. Taft Endowed 
Manufacturing Engineering Professorship in memory of Esther's father. 

George Albert Taft, bom in Elkport, Iowa, moved to Barron, Wis., and graduated from 
Barron High School. His first printing experience, at age 12, was as a "printer's devil" in 
Chetek, Wis. After high school he owned and ran a newspaper in Spirit Lake, Iowa He 
returned to Barron to work as a printer at the Barron Shield newspaper. He married 
Gertrude Burt who bad attended grade school in Menomonie and graduated from 
Barron High School. W. R. Hotchkiss, owner of the Barron Shield, moved to 
Menomonie in 1910, purchased the Dunn County News and asked G. A. 
"Allie" Taft to manage the printing department. 

In 1921 Allie Taft joined Hotchkiss' new enterprise in St. Paul, the Deluxe 
Check Printers. He worked for Deluxe Check Printers Inc. as plant

One of her students and editor of the yearbook the 
year she was the advisor was William J. Micheels, former president of Stout 
State University. 

Dr. Robert E. Quinn, graduate of Darlington High School and the University of 
Wisconsin Medical School, married Esther Taft in 1937. A noted 
ophthalmologist with a practice in Chillicothe, Ohio, and surrounding areas, he 
was known for his successful cataract surgeries and developed a unique surgical 
technique for ptosis, a relatively obscure muscle condition. He led rounds at the 
Ohio State Department of Ophthalmology, Columbus for many years. 

Both Esther and Bob have been involved in community and education initiatives 
everywhere they have lived. Bob was largely responsible for the establishment 
of the branch of Ohio University in Chillicothe. 

"We're interested in promoting education to give young people opportunities to 
improve industry and our country," Esther Taft noted. "It gives people 
opportunities they might not get anywhere else. And, we wanted to give back to 
Menomonie and UW-Stout, and to thank Senator Stout for his vision and 
philanthropy." 

The endowed professorship, to be used initially in 1993, will provide the 
university a "way to focus strictly on designing the manufacturing engineering 
program," Sorensen stated. "The university is honored to be the recipient and 
will benefit immensely as it implements the manufacturing engineering program.

The Other Goodwill 
Games • 

For three weeks Dr. John Rynders BS 
'55, MS '62 and wife, Barbara Brown 
Rynders '57 were in Hungary at the 
invitation of the Hungarian Special 
Olympics Committee. 

The trip stemmed from an unusual 
situation at the 1991 International 
Special Olympics, held in Minneapolis. 
Twenty Hungarian athletes with 
developmental disabilities participated 
in the event. One of the athletes, Peter, 
a 23 year-old athlete competing in the 
tennis event, was observed to have a 
grotesque facial disfigurement. 

Fortunately for Peter, Mrs. Olga Zoltai, 
Twin Cities hostess for the Hungarian 
Special Olympics delegation, and 
Director of the International Institute in 
St. Paul, immediately grasped the 
severity of Peter's problem and initiated 
an action that resulted in an incredible 
chain of events. First, she contacted a 
plastic surgeon who specialized in skull 
and facial reconstruction. 

The plastic surgeon, Dr. Bruce 
Schilling, agreed to perform the surgery 
at Abbott Northwestern Hospital if Peter 
and his Hungarian guardians consented 
to the operation. 

A few weeks before surgery, Zoltai 
contacted Dr. Rynders to assess Peter's 
psychological status. Rynders 
supervised Zoltai's administration of the 
Ravens Progressive Matrices, a 
nonverbal test that requires the test 
administrator to use verbal orienting 
directions of various types. 

Following Peter's surgery and his return 
to Hungary, representatives of the 
Hungarian Government, as well as 
several public and private agencies, 
invited the Zoltais, ScWllings and 
Rynders to visit Hungary. 

During this visit Rynders' efforts were 
concentrated on visiting schools and

In these changing times, it is no longer 
sufficient to merely fine-tune the 
curriculum. On occasion, we must 
strike out in a new direction. This 
program allows us to do that while 
taking advantage of the university's 
traditional strengths. I view this 
program as a milestone for UW-Stout 
and a significant development for the 
UW System. 

In the case of engineering, there is a 
growing interest in programs that place 
less emphasis on the theoretical and 
greater emphasis on application. 
Traditionally, we do that better than most 

There are only a limited number of 
undergraduate manufacturing engineering 
programs in the country— about 12— and 
none in Wisconsin. Besides serving the 
needs of our campus, this program will 
have a positive impact on economic 
development in our region. It will provide 
needed engineers who can help make 
Wisconsin's industry more productive and 
competitive. UW-Stout already has a 
significant track record in assisting 
business and industry, including several 
state and national awards. 

When this program was introduced to 
the Board of Regents March 6, it had 
the strong support of industry. We 
expect that support to grow as the 
program develops its potential. 

A $1 million gift we announced early in 
July to endow a manufacturing 
engineering professorship underlines the 
program's potential to secure outside 
support. The gift from Robert and 
Esther.Quinn of Brookline, Mass., is the 
largest ever received by UW-Stout. 



A $5 million renovation of Fryklund 
Hall that is underway will provide 
model classrooms, laboratories and 
equipment for manufacturing ' 
engineering and other degree programs. 

Peter Heimdahl, head of the department 
of civil and mechanical engineering at 
West Point, has been named associate 
dean of the School of Industry and 
Technology. (Seepage 10 for more 
information.) 

Throughout the years, UW-Stout has 
maintained its vitality by staying with its 
specialized mission while gradually 
modifying it to meet the changing needs 
of society. I believe we have met that 
criteria as we move ahead with 
manufacturing engineering. 



On August 25, 1992 the Memorial 
Student Center on the UW-Stout 
campus will become a smoke and 
tobacco free facility. In March of this 
year the Student Center Advisory 
Committee unanimously 
recommended to Robert Johnson, the 
Center's director, that the student 
center become smoke and tobacco 
free. Johnson approved the 
recommendation and forwarded it 
through the proper channels until it 
received final approval from 
Chancellor Charles Sorensen. 

Prior to the committee making their 
recommendation, the Stout Student 
Association conducted a random 
survey of current students. When 
asked "if the student center was 



designated as smoke-free, would this 
affect your use of the facility," 78% of 
tht total respondents said no. 

The committee based their 
recommendation on health and clean 
air issues and established a time table 
for implementation that would allow 
sufficient time to properly inform the 
university community of the policy 
change. "With all of the data the 
committee had received on the effects 
of second hand smoke as it relates to 
cancer and heart disease, they felt they 
had no choice but to vote to provide a 
more healthy environment for all," 
stated Johnson. Currently student 
centers at Green Bay, Whitewater, 
River Falls, LaCrosse and Madison are 
smoke free facilities.

After this summer, seven university students will have a substantial 
addition to their resumes: construction of a $100,000 building 
on campus. 

The students are enrolled in a construction practicum course. They 
are erecting the shell of a hexagonal prefabricated building to house 
restrooms, custodial rooms, and areas for heating and electrical 
equipment at the north end of the university's athletic field. 

The building addresses the university's long-standing need for toilet 
facilities in the field area that meet code and are accessible for 
people with disabilities. The design allows more hexagonal modules 
to be added in the future. 

Duringthe four-week course, students worked under the continuous 
supervision of two instructors from the university's construction 
program, Hans Timper and James Bjornerud. The project involved 
erecting the steel frame, assembling the roof and walls from 
prefabricated panels, installing windows and doors, roofing, and 
completing some interior work. Plumbing, electrical and concrete 
work will he completed hy outside contractors. 

Before the project, the student's experience ranged from participation 
in small, informal construction projects to journeyman carpenter 
status. Few had worked with steel, and none had assembled a 
prefabricated building. 

"They wouldn't otherwise have a chance to have experience with this 
type of construction," said Bjornerud, who is also a journeyman 
carpenter. "We deal with it in our classes, but there's nothing like 
actual experience." 

Bryan Peterson, a construction major from Wisconsin Rapids, said 
he welcomed the chance to work with a variety of materials. 

"I think the overall experience is going to help," he said. "One day 
you're doing shingling and the next you're putting up wall panels."

Two athletes who played key roles in 
establishing intercollegiate sports 
programs at University of Wisconsin- 
Stout are among four who will be 
inducted into the Blue Devil Hall of 
Fame at ceremonies Sept. 26. 

Terry Watkins, Menomonie, hockey; 
and Mary Cave Jarvis, Wausau, 
volleyball and basketball, played on 
the first intercollegiate teams in their 
sports. Richard Baker, Port Huron, 
Mich., a member of the football squad 
during the early 1960s; and Gary 
Novak, St. Paul, an outstanding 
swimmer during the 1970s, will also 
be inducted. 

The recipient of the university's annual 
"Outstanding Athletic Service" award 
will be announced at a later date. 

Watkins, who now coaches the Blue 
Devil hockey club squad, was his 
team's most valuable skater in 1969- 
70. He captained the Blue Devils from 
1969-1972. He is second in all-time 
career scoring' with 95 points and ranks 
first in career assists with 54. 

While the university attempted to build 
its women's athletic program, Jarvis 
stood out in both basketball and 
volleyball. Coaches recall her keen 
interest in athletics and the skills that set 
her apart from other participants. Her 
interest continued following graduation. 
She went on to begin a women's 
basketball program at Wausau West 



High School in 1975, where she also 
coached volleyball and track. 

Baker lettered in football from 1960- 
1964, captained the 1963 and 1964 
teams and won all-conference honors in 
both of those years. He overcame a 
serious knee injury in 1961 which 
threatened his athletic career. Following 
surgery, he went on a weight training 
program to rebuild the injured knee. 
"His commitment was unbelievable," 
said Max Sparger, former UW-Stout 
head football coach, who is now 
commissioner of the Wisconsin State 
University Conference. He was "a 
remarkable young man, to say the least," 
Sparger said. 

Novak, who graduated in 1975, 
lettered in each of his four years at 
Stout. He captained the 1974 and 
1975 swimming teams. He was 
selected most valuable swimmer 
during his senior season. He earned 
All American honors in multiple 
events in 1974 and 1975, was a 
national qualifier in each of his years 
at Stout and was the conference 200 
yard freestyle champ in 1975. 

Hall of Fame induction ceremonies will 
begin with a champagne reception in the 
Memorial Student Center, at 9:30 a.m.

Voc Rehab Lab 
Designs Bike/ 

Wheelchair Trailer 



This summer, an 8-year-old boy with a 
severe mobility impairment is able to 
enjoy bicycle rides because of a bike 
trailer designed by the university's 
Center for Rehabilitation Technology. 

More than a year ago, Dustin Sabby's 
mother, Lori, asked the center's staff to 
find a trailer that would allow Dustin 
to go for a bike ride in his wheechair. 
He's a growing boy, and Lori knew 
that she was going to be less and less 
able to transfer him from his 
wheelchair to a conventional bike 
trailer. She was also concerned that if 
the two stopped along the bike route, 
she either had to leave Dustin in the 
trailer or carry him. 

Rehabilitation technician, Jim 
Hubbard, was intrigued by the request. 
"Here we advocate that recreation is a 
major part of a family's needs," he 
said. The center provides vocational 
rehabilitation students with experience 
finding adaptive devices to meet the 
needs of people with disabilities. 

In Dustin's case, the staff first 
researched to find a suitable bicycle 
trailer, or a trailer that could be 
adapted for his use. They soon 
realized that they were going to have 
to design something new. The result is 
a 60-pound, two- wheel trailer with a 
platform that can be easily lowered to 
the ground, to allow the wheelchair to 
be loaded and unloaded safely. It 
sounds simple. Yet the project 
included several design problems that 
were not so easy to solve. 

Hubbard and others invented a locking 
latch system to stabilize the platform, 
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Lori Sabby enjoys a bicycle ride with her son Dustin using the wheelchair trailer designed by the UW-Stout 
Center for Rehab Technology. 



because nothing appropriate was 
available on the market. The hitch is 
strong, yet allows the towing bicycle to 
be removed from the trailer quickly 
and easily. The design allows one person 
to safely load or unload the wheelchair, a 
process Lori said takes about five minutes. 
"Whatever the reason for the bicycle trip, 
to go visiting, or get groceries, or simply 
for recreation, the bicycle and trailer is 
then independent of the wheelchair 
mobility needs of the child," Hubbard said 



Lori and Dustin waited a long time for 
the trailer. After a summer and 
autumn of beautiful weather, they were 
scheduled for a "test drive" last 
Halloween. Lori was looking forward 
to at least a few weeks of bike riding 
before cold weather set in. "Winter 
came to this town on Halloween day," 
Hubbard said. 

So the trailer sat in the lab all winter. 
Hubbard used the months of cold 



weather to analyze the design and 
make small improvements. After Lori 
and Dustin use the trailer for a season, 
he'd like to take another look at the 
design. But for now, the trailer is 
doing what it was designed to do—and 
that's more than just support a 
wheelchair. "It has given me a sense 
of freedom, while including my son in 
an activity my daughter and I enjoy," 
Lori said. "It's an activity we can now 
do as a complete family."

She said the 
institute provided her with an 
opportunity to interact with educators 
from throughout the country while 
providing a post-doctoral education 
experience that would normally require 
a year's commitment.

Changes on north campus will be 
awaiting the students return in late 
August The main goal of all the 
construction is to provide a four-lane 
facility linked to the two two-lane 
bridges that will be there. "It's 
obviously intended to speed traffic and 
reduce congestion," said John Enger, 
coordinator of news services and 
associated director of university 
relations. 

The work involves total reconstruction 
of the roadway including new water 
main, concrete pavement, curb and 
gutter. A new pedestrian plaza will be 
completed over the highway between 
1st Ave. and 3rd Ave. This plaza will 
allow UW-Stout students and 
pedestrians to cross the highway safely 
without interfering with the traffic flow 
on Broadway. 

Work began in April before the students' 
departure for the summer and the 
overpass portion must be completed by 
August 19. The bridge construction will 
be completed sometime in mid- 
September. 

For the overpass work, the grade of the 
road has been lowered in order to level 
the hill; this will allow the overpass to 
be level with the residence halls. This 
overpass will provide free pass 
movement for students. Another critical 
factor involved is that the overpass 
carries utilities across the road. While 
the road is lower, utility lines have been 



removed. The new overpass will carry 
the steam and electrical lines. 

The highway reconstruction project is 
estimated at 1.9 million dollars. The 
overpass costs are estimated to be 
$502,580. Half of the cost is paid for by 
the State Department of Transportation, 
one-fourth is paid for by the city and the 
remaining one-fourth is paid by the 
university through residence hall 
operations.
